Convention Policy Regarding 
Mitchell Tangle Now 
Before Committee 


This Will be Coolidge Day 
With Address and 
Parade Review 


[SY A P. NIGHT WIRF) 

OMAHA, Oct. 6.—The initial ses- 
sion of the seventh annual conven- 
tion of the American Legion ad- 
journed early this afternoon after 
brief opening ceremonies and, 
while the great bulk of the 963 
official delegates and thousands of 
visitors went out to make merry 
in a drizzling rain, the serious 
work of the gathering got under 
way in a series of important com- 
mittee meetings. 

Most of them early tonight had 


not been productive of results. Sev- 
eral knotty problems were encoun- 
tered, not least them the 
attitude of the aeronautical com- 
mittee toward Col. Mitchell of the 
Army Air Service. The various 


committees will have until Thurs-. 
day to report and, in some in-'§ 


stances, it was indicated at least 
that much time will be needed. 

The attention of the entire 
Legion was turned tonight to the 
arrival early tomorrow morning of 
President Coolidge, who, at 
10:30 a.m., will address the Legion- 
naires and in the afternoon will 
lead the grand parade of the vet- 
erans. 

President Coolidge will ride at 
the head of the long column for 


one mile and then will take his' 


place in the reviewing stand near 
the downtown section. The parade 
will be three miles long. 


MITCHELL TANGLE 


In its consideration of the Mitch- 
ell matter the aeronautical com- 
mittee had before it resolutions 
presented by various posts in Kan- 
sas, Michigan, Minnesota and 
Ohio. 

The session quickly developed 
into a heated discussion of wheth- 
er personalities shotid be consid- 
ered in framing its various reso- 
lutions and tt was decided that 


a subcommittee should be ap - 


ed to consider all resolutions, 
matter what the subject. The sub- 
committee met tonight to formu- 
late definite resolutions for pres- 
entation to the general commit- 
tee meeting tomorrow. The subcom- 
mittee consists of John F. Roche of 
Detroit, K. C. Downey of Milwau- 
kee, David Shillinghaw of Chicago, 
Joe Moloney of Sacramento and 
Paul Wentilandt of Olivia, Minn. 
Several committeemen demanded

Until the great war came the 
re-eminence of the British above 
ll other foreign influences in the 
Argentine was undispu . and by 
every tle of material interes: that 
country was as closely connected 
with Great Britain as by sentiment 
and origin she was with Spain.

The State and Federal labor em - 
ployment authorities have selected | 
Stamford as the concentrating point | 
for laborers who desire to work in 
the cotton fields of Northwest 
Texas, Mr. Crocker said. There is 
now on deposit in the Stamford 
banks $40,000 placed there by, 
farmers to pay the cost of trags-, 
portation of laborers to their re- | 
spective farms. 

It was thought at first that the 

exodus of farmers and farm hands 

from the drought affected area of 
Central and Southern Texas would 
provide an ample supply of cotton 
pickers for the more favored agri 
cultural parts of the State. It is 
found, however, that most of these 
employment seekers went to North 
and East Texas and that the de- 
mands of farmers of Northwest 
Texas are far from being met. 

The cotton-picking season re- 
cently opened in the South Plains. 
It will probably continue until well 
along in January, it is stated. The 
price paid pickers ranges from $1 
to $1.25 per 100 pounds. At this 
rate the average picker can make 
$3 to $4 a day.

Economic interests are proving stronger 
than political dissensions. After trying in 
vain each to destroy the other they are now 
apparently making an endeavor to get to- 
gether. And the selection of Locarno for 
the site of the conference is significant. It 
isa mountain village, with no telegraph 
connections and only a single telephone 
wire connects it with the outside world. 
In this seclusion the foreign ministers hope 
that they can deliberate in confidence, that 
they can avoid undue publicity of tentative 
plans and proposed compromises. It is in- 
dication at least that they hope to cut out 
needless hot air and talk serious business. 


And what is the nature of the serious 
business? Agreeing to terms by which Ger- 
many will become a member of the League 
of Nations; giving mutual guarantees for 
the preservation of the present political 
boundaries of Western Europe; preparing 
the way for an international disarmament 
conference. England will act as the peace- 
maker, as the intermediary; but England, 
too, has interests to protect. 

Judging from recent articles in the Ger- 
man and French press, there is a dispos!- 
tion between France and Germany to re 
consider the question of war debts. The 
French are not content to see all the money 
that they receive from Germany in the way 
of reparations float away across the chan- 
nel and ecross the Atlantic. They are be- 
ginning to ask themselves and the Ger- 
mans: “What does it benefit us to press 
for these reparations, when we only act as 
intermediaries, passing the money along 
from Germany to England and the United 
States? We are left in the same boat?” 


Tt is but natural that the Germans en- 
courage the French in adopting and acting 
on this point of view. If France will cut her 
claims on Germany in half the Germans 
will supp@rt the French in repudiating their 
debts to England and this country. Such 
at least is the tenor of the German press; 
and the idea is favorably received in some 
quarters of France. 

Those who expect a complete agreement 

to be reached at Locarno will be disap- 
pointed. For the ministers attending can 
only make tentative agreements and report 
them back to their respective governments. 
It is much .more difficult for oonstitutional 
governments to negotiate national agree- 
ments than for autocracies; perhaps that 
is the weakest part of constitutional gov- 
ernment. But, when the agreements are 
once made, they are much more Iikely to 
be kept. When a whole people has a part 
in making an international agreement they 
are much more likely to insist on its strict 
observance than when it is made {n secret 
by autocrats and the people have no voice 
in its acceptance. 
This much is certain: the countries of 
Western Europe are mutually in a better 
mood than at any other time since 1914: 
and the will to reach a peaceful under- 
standing is strong in all the lands con- 
cerned. More than this, both England and 
France recognize that they must free them- 
selves from purely European squabbles for 
a time in order that they may have their 
forces free to protect their nationa)] inter- 
ests in Asia and Africa.

N FORTY-ONE YEARS 
Under present living conditions wood is 
a national] necessity. Every American 
zen is interested in the preservation of our 
timber resources. From scrap paper to sky- 
scraper there is hardly a work of man's 
hand into which the use of wood, some- 
where or other, does not enter. Hardly an 
industry would eseape a set-back if the 
whole country were deprived of its wood 
supply. ‘ 
The struggle of the Amierican tree for 
continued existence is already far advanced. 
With man as an ally the forest may yet win 
the fight. With man ranged on the side of 
the forces of destruction the American tree 
is doomed. Materialism and sentiment both 
urge the human family to take the side of 
the living tree. Yet the saw and ax find 
ready hands; the seed and shovel have to 
be grudgingly drafted. 
Unless America learns to value live tim- 
ber above dead lumber—or at least to hold 
it of equal importance—the time approaches 
rapidly when we shall be without the one 
or the other. The New York State College 
of Forestry, from carefully compiled statis- 
tics, has concluded that, given a continuance 
of the present ratio between cutting and 
growing, the wood supply of America will 
be entirely gone in forty-one years. 
Such a catastrophe may be delayed by 
man or hastened by man, depending on 
whether he raises or lowers the present 
ratio between the ax and the shovel. Waste 
prevention in the manufacture and use of 
wood products will help. But the only com- 
plete remedy is @ nationally organized plan 
of forest management and reforestation. 


Every person who has to buy wood or 
wooden articles, in any form or for any pur- 
pose, should be an active battler on the 
side of the threatened tree. Even if he 
cares nothing for woodland beauty and sy!l- 
van solitudes, the most hide-bound city 
dweller doesn’t want to see something 
worse happen to the price of wood than has 
already happened to the price of rubber. 
And it will, unless we promptly change the 
present disastrous policy we are pursuing. 

Forty-one years is but an hour fn the life 
of a nation. Our finest timber scarcely 
reaches adolescence in that limited period. 
The future needs of the people must not 
be sacrificed on the altar of immediate prof- 
ft. Some large lumber companies already 
are replanting their cut-over lands. They 
recognize their responsibility to the sofl 
whose products have enriched them and are 
willing to give something tn return for what 
they have received—though the investment 


part. 

This is a good example, but of itself it is 
not sufficient. The odds are still too heavy 
against the struggle of the forest tn its fignt 
with the ax and the saw. Reason and math 
ematics, to say nothing of sentiment and 
poetry, call loudly against the rapid death 
rate imposed on the slowest growing and 
maturing of al] our natural resources—the 


sentiment alone cannot prévent the final 
destruction of our native timber, then the 
sword of the law must be more actively 
drawn in defense of the forest.

Fresno County to Vote on Iesue 
for Public Buildings

FRESNO, Oct. 56.—Voters of 
Fresno county will go to the polls 
tomorrow to ballot on the question 
of whether or not bonds shall be 
issued in the amounts of $350,000 
for a County Hall of Records and 
a 50,000 for a tuberculosis sanator- 
um.
